ling, cleanliness in all matters pertain-

Disease germs, notably those of ty-

phoid, diphtheria, acarlet fever and
tuberculosis, may also be carried in
milk, so that the purity of the milk
supply Is of vital Importance to every
family and community.

The problem of keeping milk sweet
Is one of checking the growth of the
bacteria, and, as they are Inactive at
a temperature below 50 deg.' fahrenhelt
milk should be kept In a cool place.
